1. Although Germany is sending over mixed armadas of bomb­ 
ers and fighters numbering up to 300 planes, the air war is still 


in the preliminary stages. 
2. The Germans, during the night, carried out their most inten­ 
sive raid of the war on England's industrial Midlands where im­ 
portant defense plants are located at Birmingham and nearby cities. 
However, there has been no bombing of London, strongly indi­ 
cating that the Nazis are far from breaking the Royal Air Force 
and consequently are carefully avoiding any act which might 
invite retaliatory raids on Berlin. 
3. The zone of German attacking operations over England is 
gradually being broadened until points as far distant as Wales 
and northern Scotland arc being bombed.

F.FORE the 
appropriations 
committee in the 


last unicameral legislature at its regular ses­ 


sion the late state treasurer, T. W . Bass, uttered 


the prophecy that at th« close of that biennium, 


which took place on June 30, the deficit in the 


general fund of th# state of Nebraska would be 


two m illion dollars. 


At the time Mr. Bass spoke there was an over­ 


draft of approximately 400 thousand dollars. At the 


close of the biennium the general fund was In the 


black, with a deficit entirely wiped out, and a 


small balance in the treasury. 
Since then, the 


closing day of June, the slack period of tax col­ 


lections and of fairly heavy state expenditures, 


there is again a slight over-diaft which again w ill 


disappear when tax payments pick up m the late 


summer and early fall. 


But the legislature took Mr. Bass seriously. 
He 


not only convinced himself but a goodly number 


of the law makers the state had spent more than 


had been provided in the levy for that biennium. 


Actually th# overdraft was not the result of ap­ 


propriations in excess of the levies, or of expendi­ 


tures in excess of revenues that could be anticipat­ 


ed, but w'as due to tardiness in the payment of 


taxes, and to some extent to a larger percentage of 


delinquency than had been anticipated. Now every­ 


body knew, including the legislators why unpaid 


taxes remained unpaid for a period of time. 
At 


the bottom of it was crop failure on the farms. 


The long-continued drouth era added to the d iffi­ 


culties of thousands of farm owners in meeting 


their tax obligations. 
In that respect this state 


has been unusual. 
The percentage of delinquency 


has been lower than in scores of neighboring states 


which were not beset with the same difficulties 


experienced in Nebraska. 


B 


u t the legislature had within its ranks a num­ 


ber who accepted the Bass view without res­ 


ervation, and the only justification for directing 


attention to the situation now is to express the 


hope that a partisan spirit re.sponsible for pro­ 


longing the session and for adding confusion to its 


labors w ill not make its appearance again. 


There is in force now a special refunding levy 


of .10 of a m ill, which on the basis of present valu­ 


ations w ill yield $192,227 for the benefit of the 


general fund. 
That should be adequate to provide 


a comfortable surplus for the treasury. 


But all of the pride bestowed upon Nebraska’s 


tax record, snd it is a 
record 
which 
furnishes 


ample basis for pride, is misplaced unless credit 


is bestowed upon those factors which made it 


possible.^ Had it not been for the federal farm 


program—under which 
millions of 
dollars 
of 


benefits were paid to the fanner: had it not been 


for federal refinancing of farm obligations; for 


the federal relief program and the farm ' security 


administration; and the millions expended in this 


state for public improvement, the perc'entage of 


tax delinquency w’ould have been much greater 


than it now is. 
It was these federal expenditures, 


so sharply criticized by business interests, and so 


bitterly assailed by critic« of the Roosevelt ad­ 


ministration that in reality made it possible for 


the people of Nebraska to meet their tax obliga­ 


tions and that averted a distressingly depleted 


treasury. 


In the interest of sound government there ought 


to be the disposition to give credit where credit 


is due as w'ell as reserving at all times the right 


of criticism.

the channel, dropping two bombs 
each. 
British fighters dived on 
them from high above and the 
bom bers moved av/ay in the di­ 
rection of the French coast. 
The lightship was sunk. 
Fight Beco mes Inv o lv ed Ma ss. 
The fight at tim es became 
such an involved mass of w heel­ 
ing, twisting, diving planes that 
it was impossible to tell which 
w ere British and which were 
G erm an. 
Once we could see the splash 
of bombs in the sea off to the 
east 
Several dropped on land. 
Suddenly a fresh sw arm of 
G erm an raiders appeared and 
began blasting away a t the b ar­ 
rage balloons. Some of the bal­ 
loons w ere ripped through and 
through and fell. A shell from a 
M esserschm itt cannon hit the 
ground 
and 
exploded 
near 
w'here we were standing. 
An 
em pty m achine gun clip dropped 
at our feet, and fragm ents of 
anti-aircraft 
shells 
sprinkled 
down.

W hile we were watching the 
attack on the lightship, w'e heard 
the scream of a divmg plane in 
front of us. With a fearful noise, 
it plunged 
at a balloon right 
over our heads.

flames, and its cable fell behind 
the 
.shelter 
w here 
we 
were 
standing 
Every gun on the anti-aircraft 
front was ham m ering away. The 
ground shook w'ith the Ihunder- 
ou.s bursts. 
We saw a plane drop flam ing 
into the .sea. 
It looked like a 
Germ an ship. 
A short distance away another 
splashed. 
Patrol boat.s sped out 
to w here it came down. 
Near the close of the raid an­ 
other balloon near us was shot 
down. 
But thiwplane that got it 
was ringed in anti-aircraft fire 
and the pilot seemed to be m 
trouble as he wheeled aw’ay to 
get out of range. 
All through this fight nazi 
planes 
were 
extending 
their 
activities to northeast England. 
I’se .Ma chine Guns. 
The bombing attack on the 
lightship was preceded by m a­ 
chine gun fire. 
Bullets splat­ 
tered the deck. 
The crew mem bers took to a 
lifeboat and were picked up by a 
British speedboat which raced 
out from shore.

for at least three dive bom bers 
w hich I saw crash. 
(The man who took this story 
over the telephone in London 
could hear the explosions of 
anti-aircraft fire as Mr. Bun- 
nelle .spoke. 
‘T can see anti­ 
aircraft bursts right outside the 
telephone booth now,” Bunnelle 
told him .) 
The Germ an attack apparently 
did little damage, observers said. 
Just before the raid got under 


way, I saw two form ations of 27 
British fighters patrolling the

the coast from France.

I saw the RAF planes wheel 
back, zoom up m the air and 
then with a bursting roar of 
motors they began the attack. 
Best estim ates were that there 
were about 100 Germ an planes

When the Brit- 
ish opened fire, the nazis first 
formed a big circle. The British 
ringed around them on the out­ 
side and started to dive in and 
out of the form ation. 
Then quickly the single big 
battle broke up into a series of 
dog fights. 
O ther planes could be heard 
on a higher level, out of .sight,

From then on it was a wild 
jam boree of fighting plane^., and 
I could hear bombs exploding 
inland with earth-shaking rum ­

chineguns and fhe dm of cannon. 
After the raid ended. I was 
talking to one of the men who 
went to the rescue of the light­ 
ship crew . He said no direct hit.'-

“The lightship went down by 
the stem and we had to lay by 
her and watch two poor blokes 
go down,” he said.

Discussing 
congressional

fenuc appropriations, the Chadron 
legislator 
warned the

tures “will entail sacrifices by 
ev ery man, woman and child.” 
“Because of our mounting fed­ 
eral debt,” he asserted, “it will 
be necessary to increase taxes and
